“In Brazil we are in the same posi- 
tion as we were fifty years ago— the 
same position that your State of Cali- 
fornia was in at that time—we need 
population. The lands in Sao Paulo 
State, into which Japanese are com- 
ing, are low lands, near the sea, very 
good for the production of rice but 
the people of Brazil will not go into 
them. 

“Individual owners in that State, 
through the State of Sao Paulo, made 
an agreement with an immigration 
concern in Japan to bring us a few 
thousand laborers to grow rice there, 
laborers such as the United States has 
engaged in the digging of the Panama 
Canal. 
We have not encouraged the Jap- 
anese to emigrate to our country. For 
years we have subsidized immigration, 
but never the immigration of Japan- 
ese. We need labor and immigration, 
however, and if the question of en- 
croachment by Japanese should ever 
come up in our country we would be 
able to deal with it without the diffi- 
culty experienced by the United 
States and California, for in Brazil 
we have unity of legislation The laws 
of the States are alike in Brazil and

WILSON TAKES FIRST STEP TO 
WITHDRAW NOMINATION. 


Under Fire by His Own Party.

SACRAMENTO, June 12.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. President Wilson 
caused a sensation in this section 
when he sent to the Senate the name 
of Thomas Fox as postmaster at Sac- 
ramento, and the tongues were set 
wagging again today when word was 
received from Washington that ike 
nomination has been held up at the 

request of the President himself. 


It was reported recently that Sena- 
tor Works had held up the appoint- 
ment but this has not been verified. 
Today, Senator Bankhead, chairman 
of the’ Senate Committee, announced 
that President Wilson has asked the 
committee to take no action on the 
nomination for the present. This is 
regarded as an indication that Fox's 
nomination will be withdrawn. 

There have been protests direct to 
the White House since the nomina- 
tion went in. It is safe to say, that 
it never would have gone in if Presi- 
dent Wilson had known as much 
about the local situation as he does 
now. But he knew nothing person- 
ally about the candidates, and Fox 
with the indorsements of the poli- 
ticilans, got by Postmaster-General 
Burleson, and the President took 
Burleson’s word for u that Fox was 
the man. 

Since then, local Progressive Dem- 
ocrats have enegetically protested 
against the confirmation of Fox. The 
Wilson Club at San Francisco, sent a 
strong kick. And then Rudolph 
Spreckles told the President person- 
ally a few facts about the matter. 
The interview with Spreckles is prob- 
ably what settled Fox. 

Mr. Fox has been the Democratic 
leader here for twenty years, and his 
enemies, who are legion in his own 
party, unkindly call him the South- 
ern Pacific boss.

Cook also declares that the grey 
rot and brown rot fungus which 
makes its appearance in packing- 
houses is none other than a variety 
of. the gum disease and can be com- 
batted successfully by the use of the 
Bordeaux mixture. 

“The discovery will be of immense 
value to fruit growers,’ says Dr. Cook. 
“Trees can be painted with the mix 
ture and the ground surrounding the 
trees can be smeared so that the 
spores of the fungus are killed and 
the orchardist need have no further 
worry. Prof. Fawcett made numerous 
experiments before he announced the

LODGE’S FRANK 
AIDS SUGAR MEN. 


Planters’ Arguments Printed 
by the Government. 


Representative of Industry 
Saved on Postage. 


Senate Lobbyist Committee 
Criticises Method. 


(BY. A. . NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—How the 
government printing office and the 
Postoffice Department helped in the 
fight against free sugar and the Con- 
gressi®nal frank sent tons of anti-free- 
Sugar literature circulating through- 
out the land, was brought out today 
by the Senate lobby investigators. 

Truman G. Palmer, Washington 
representative of the United States 
sugar industry, was on the stand the 
entire day and as the subject of a 
sweeping cross-examination, testified 
that more than 1,600,000 copies of 
arguments in behalf of beet sugar had 


been turned out by the government 
printing office made public docu- 
ments by order of Congress and had 


ridden on the franks of Senators and 
Representatives to the ends of the 
country, postage free. 
USED LODGE’'S FRANK. 

“Sugar at a Glance,” prepared by 
him, he said, had attained a circule- 
tion of 320,000 copies under the frank 
of Senator Lodge. “Report of the 
Finance Committee,” by the same 
Senator, had beaten the pamphlet by 
80,000 copies. The franks of Senator 
Smoot, former Senators Curtis and 
Dick, and the late Representative 
Malby, former Representative Pickett 
and Representative Martin had 
swelled the total to more than a m 
lion anda half. The printing of some 
of this matter had been paid by the 
beet sugar people, the witness sald, 
but the free postage had saved them 
about $28,000 Mr. Palmer developed 
that “Sugar at a Second Glance,” 
which he intimated was inspired by 
the Federal Sugar Refining Com- 
pany and which was an argument tn 
behalf of free sugar, also had been 
printed as a public document and cir- 
culated under the franking privileges. 
He did not say, nor did the committee 
ask, whose frank was so used. 

TELLS OF EXPENDITURES. 


Mr. Palmer said the beet men had 
spent about $169,000 in their cam- 
paign against free sugar since 1902. 

About $50,000 had been used since 
last November and about $14,000 of 
that amount since the beginning of 
the present Congress session. Much 
of it had been spent in “publicity 
work, in printing, salaries and a good- 
sum in motion pictures. He 
sald the best producers in his aaso- 
clation were assessed about 5 cents 
per ton. The last assessment was 
made in April, bringing in about 
$18,000, and the previous one in Feb- 
ruary, about $17,000. 

“When did you make the assess- 
ments asked Senator Reed. 

“When we needed them only.” 
COMMITTEE IN DARK. 

Much of the day was spent by the 
committee in trying to find out all 
the details of how Sugar at a 
Glance” came to be printed as a pub- 
lic -document. Although Mr. Palmer 
was grilled for three hours on prac- 
tically nothing else, when he left the 
stand, committeemen said they were 
about-as much in the dark as they 
were when the pamphlet was first 
mentioned. | 

Palmer sald that when Senator 
Lodge made a speech on sugar in 
July, 1912, the charts subsequently 
used in the pamphlet were on the 
walls of the Senate chamber. Sens 
tor Lodge secured the permission of 
the Senate to have them printed as a 
public document. Accompanying 
these charts, Mr. Palmer declared, 
were certain printed sheets containing 
sugar information. Questioned by 
members of the committee, the wit- 
ness said that after the charts had 
been sent to the government printing 
office and proofs in black and white 
had been made of them, he had dis- 
covered that they were not suitable for 
publication. He had, therefore, sent 
them to private printing concern 
and had them prepared in „ fashion 
he thought suitable. This, he main- 
tained, was done with the knowledge 
of Senator Lodge, and he considered 
that he was acting for the Senator in 
the matter. 

EXPRESS SURPRISE. 

Members of the committee ex- 
pressed surprise that anyone should 
in any way change something author- 
ized to be printed by the Senate. They 
developed that the permission was 
secured by Senator Lodge for print- 


ing on July 27, and that one of sev- 
éral issues of “Sugar at a Glance” re- 
ferred to an order of the Senate on 
August 1 in the same matter. 

The segond order referred to data 
prepared by Truman G. Palmer and 
purported to be signed by Charles G. 
Bennett, then secretary of the Senate. 
Mr. Palmer said he supposed that 
the order had been made and that he 
got it in the proofs of the charts 
from the printing office. The Con- 
gressional Record of August 1, accord- 
ing to Senator Cummins, showed no 
such order nor did the journal of the 
Senate nor the files in its document 
room. 

“You substituted at the government 
printing office for the document you 
received from the clerk of the Senate 
this privately printed copy?” said 
Senator Reed. 

„I don't think that is a fair state- 


“There was no subterfuge; there 
was nothing underhanded. No one 
was deceived. All was open and 
above board.” 

CUMMINS SUGGESTS FORGERY. 


“IT want to find out about this,” said 
Senator Cummins. “It is a rather 
serious matter to forge a signature of 
the secretary of the Senate to an or- 
der that never was made.“ 

The committee finally dropped the 
question with the expressed determ!- 
nation to pursue it further and inves- 
tigate books and records of every sort 
to get the information they seek. 
Senator Lodge will be heard in ex- 
planation if he desires to appear. 

Mr. Palmer became indignant be- 
fore he left the,stand at Senator 
Reed's efforts to find out everything 
done by the beet sugar men in Wash- 
ington. He said he supposed they 
talked with Senators and Congress- 
men. “I don't think business men are 
barred from the city of Washington,” 


he added. “There is nothing disrep- 
utable in talking to Senators and 
Congressmen. They don't live tn 


lues houses. I have been free to 
tell them what I thought and to try 


which I believe will result to the beet 
industry from the bill in Congress.” 

Mr. Palmer's examination will con- 
tinue tomorrow. 

Senator Poindexter took the stand 
again today and asked for permis- 
sion. to withdraw the name of former 
Senator Dubois of Idaho as one of the 
former members of Congress he 
thought might be tn Washington to 
influence legislation. 

“In naming him I did him an in- 
justice,“ said Senator Poindexter. “I 
was in error in connecting him with 
tariff? matters.“ 

The committee planned to confine 
the investigation to the scope of the 
Senate's instructions when the hear- 
ings were resumed today. Refer- 
ences to President Wilson’s attitude 
on the sugar tariff and frequent 
clashes between witnesses and com- 
mittee members which characterized 
yesterday's sessions, led members of 
the committee to limit the investiga- 
tion to the question of whether in- 
sidious lobbying is being carried in 


Washington. 

Paut— Christian, secretary of the

District Attorney to Get at 
Facts Glossed Over. 


Men Responsible for Rotten 
Timbers to H plain. 


The superficial verdict hastily re- 
turned by a Coroner's jury placing 
the blame for the Long Beach disas- 
ter, which so far has cost thirty-nine 
lives. upon a rotten bit of girder, has 
determined the District Attorney to 
institute a grand jury investigation 
of the disaster that will really investi- 
gate. The investigation will probably 
begin next week as s00n as important 
matters now before the inquisttoria! 
4 disposed of. 

e decision to have a grand 
investigation was reached —4.— 
afternoon after the conference be- 
tween the local Empire Day Commit- 
tee and District Attorney Frederick. 
One of the most experienced deputies 
in his office will be placed in charge 
of the matter with instructions to de- 


The grand jury investigation has 
been considered inevitable in the light 
of the manner in which the Coroner's 
jury composed of Long Beach citizens 
apperently dodged the issue and 
blamed a piece of timber without even 
calling as witnesses those responsible 
for allowing a condemned bullding 
fronted by decaying approach to he 
used for large public gatherings. 

Since the “investigation” conducted 
by the Coroner and the jury, a board 
of experts hes condemned the Aud!- 
torium and the City -Council of Long 
Beach has voted the structure unsafe 
and fit only for the rubbish pile. 

PROBABLE WITNESSES. 

The report of the experts will 
doubtless be used in the forthcoming 
investigation. They are A. L. Becker,

STRONG SUPPORT. 

Then the tunnel adherents took 
charge directly and put a motion, 
which was given warm approval, to 
the effect that it was the sense of 
the meeting that the City’ Council 
should proceed at once to carry out 
the building of both First-street and 
Second-street tunnels at the earliest 
possible date. 

Members of the Tunnel Committee 
and other Council members present 
then expressed themselves as favor- 
able to recommending both tunnels. 
The committee's plan for these bores 
provides that the First-street tunnel's 
east portal be placed at the east line 
of Hill street, that the tunnel approach 
be forty feet in width and that a pub- 
lic driveway eighteen feet wide be 
made on each side of the approach, 
and an eight-foot walk be constructed 
on both sides of First street between 
Broadway and Hill street. 

The plans for the Second-street 
tunnel are that the west portal be 
placed at the west line of Flower 
street and that Second street between 
Flower and Figueroa streets be ex- 
cavated its full width to conform to 
the tunnel grade, so that adjoining 
property can be connected directly 
with the tunnel approach. The east 
portal would be placed west of the 
east line of Olive street, and the east 
half of Olive street between First and 
Second streets, Second street from the 
center of Olive street to Hill street, 
and Clay street from Second street to 
Third street, will be cut down to con- 
form to the tunnel grade if waivers 
of damages can be secured. If this 
cannot be done, the committee would 
place the east portal at the east line 
of Clay street.

The success of John M. Cage and his 
crew of five men in remaining under water 
for thirty-six hours in his submarine 
boat, using air carried in tanks, opens won- 
derful possibilities. That six men can re- 
main under water thirty#ix hours 
cates that in a larger vessel, properly 
equipped, sixty men might remain under 
water for a fortnight. It is possible that 
the harbor defenses of the future may be 
entrusted to submarines. Provided with 
torpedoes of enormous power, with clock- 
work attachments, a submarine might go 
under an enemy's ship, fasten a torpedo to 
her bottom, and return five, ten, twenty 
or a hundred miles to the harbor. The 
enemy's dreadnought would be blown up 
and sunk without warning. 

The approach of an airship might be 
prevented by skillful gunners with long 
range rified cannon, but there would be no 
way in which to guard against the approach 
of a submarine, for its approach would not 
be known or suspected. 

When the wireless shall advise us that 
a foreizn fleet ts a hundred miles off 
San Pedro, approaching our shore with in- 
tent to give Los Angeles an opportunity of 
contributing a few hundred millions to the 
treasury of the enemy, or else be destroyed 
by dynamite bombs, we will quietly send 
Submarine Admiral Cage with two or three 
of his under-water vessels to sail—if “sail” 
be not a misnomer—under the keels of the 
foreign battleships, leaving a 500-pound 
dynamite bomb warranted to explede in 
sixty minutes fastened to the keel of each 
vessel ag a souvenir of his visit.

q Hatching Urchin Eggs. 

{New York Tribune: ] The process by 
which he had fertilized eggs of a sea 
urchin was outlined by Prof. Jacques Loeb 
of the Rockefeller Institute, at a reception 
given by the Manhattan Medical Society. 
| He said that the sperm of the male did not 
bring the egg into life, as it was already 
living, but that it supplied the impulse for 
its development. 

“We have imitated the sperm with sim- 
ple chemical substances,” he said. “Acid 
and sea water will start the egg's develop- 
ment, but only carry it to the point of form- 
| ing its first coating of membranes; its fur- 
} ther growth can be insured by contact with 
a solution of concentrated sea water, mixed 
with water from the egg itself. The indi- 
viduals developed by artificial fertilization 
are always females; with care they will 
obtain a vigorous maturity.” 

Prof. Hawkins of Columbia said the 
sperm of the male introduced a new ele- 
ment into the egg, as well as stimulated its 
vitality. He also said that certain forms 
of animal life went through periods of defi- 
client vitality after a given number of gen- 
erations, and that unless they were artifi- 
cially stimulated the genus would die. 


Virtues of Various Colors. 

The theory is advanced by the Journal 
des Debats, a Paris publication, that per- 
fumes, colors and flowers affect human be- 
Ings according to the state of their health. 
A whole system of therapeutics has been 
founded on this fact. The Chinese envelop

measies, while Spanish parents not only 
put their little patients in wrappings of 
brilliant hue, but make them drink syrup of 
pomegranates because of its color. 

Writing in the Paris Revue Dr. Laumo- 
nier assures the world that there is some 
pense in this. Red light has a good effect 
on several skin diseases; blue and violet 
spell death to bacteria; yellow protects the 
eye. against the injurious elements of the 
spectrum; 
and encourages sleep. 

When the virtues of the different colors 
are more fully ascertained, Dr. Lasmonter 
foresees a reign of reason in which every 
part of our civilization will share. WHospi- 
tale will have wards of various colors to 
suit divers maladies.

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THE FIRST MARTYR.

Today the world acclaims the first real 
martyr to the cause of woman suffrage. 
Poor deluded creature of a mistaken creed, 
may her spirit enter into a peace denied 
it here by an overactive egoism! 

Emily Wilding Davidson, English militant 
suffragette, was swept over the threshold 
of life by her own rash act; a suicide to all 
intents and purposes, the victim of a mant 
acal frenzy and obsession. 

Crazed by a morbid dwelling upon a sin- 
gle subject; warped by a concentration of 
every faculty upon a single purpose; in- 
flamed by an incendiary propaganda; goad- 
ed by hot-headed revolutionary leaders, 
themselves animated by a wanton disre- 
gard for property and life—is it a source 
of surprise that her brain gave way under 
the tremendous strain? Sooner or later 
Nature exacts the uttermost farthing of 
forfeit for a violation of her laws. 

Self-immolation is very common among 
devotees of whatsoever cult or cause. In 
all ages people have cheerfully sacrificed 
themselves to the Juggernaut of their own 
chosen creed. It need not be that the creed 
itself makes sacrificial demands. Religious 
mania is one of the most stubborn condl- 
tions of mental unbalance, and yet this

‘state is occasioned by the highest 


tion for spiritual understanding. 
Thus Miss Davidson, by a species of self- 
hypnosis, so wrought upon her own mind 
as to produce a state of frenzy which drove 
her to all sorts of sensational and spectac- 
ular performances, culminating in a self- 
inflicted death. Beyond question the un- 
fortunate woman was prey to a delusion 
which blurred her perspective and de 
stroyed her sense of proportion. Her con- 


dition was purely pathological, and, lacking 


proper restraint, she became a menace to 
society, a warning to all who give a too 
free rein to their emotions. 

Indeed, the leaders in the English mili- 
tant movement for woman suffrage are all 
fit subjects for the alienist. 
be secluded in some quiet retreat and sub- 
jected to a kindly but firm control until 
such time as their feverefi blood cools to 
a temperature consistent with rational be- 
havior. 

It is scarcely fair to gauge the justness 
of a cause by the insane antics of a parcel 
of unbalanced zealots, yet it is to be feared 
that the cause of woman suffrage as a 
whole, both here and abroad, has benefited 
little by the English militant tactics; while 
it is certain that the movement has lost 
much of its appeal to reasonable minds be- 
cause of the lawless attitude and anar- 
chistical tendencies of militant methods. 

Can any rational being point to a single 
possibility of resultant good to the cause 
which this poor woman may have hoped 
to gain by her spectacular performance 
upon the Derby race track? What advance- 
ment in popular favor could result from 
in this race, had she even ac- 
complished her purpose? What argument 
for woman suffrage lay within her plan: 
what appeal to logical minds for respon- 
sibility and power was expressed by her 
irrational act? 

There are indications that the germ of 
this intent had occupied Miss Davidson's 
thoughts and tortured her diseased imagi- 
nation for a considerable period of time. 
She is said to have held the view, and re- 
peatedly expressed the belief, that a wom- 
an's life would have to be sacrificed before 
English wome. would be granted what they 
conceive to be their rights. | 

A constant brooding upon wrongs, real 
or fancied; a daily absorbing of the poison 
of inflammatory speeches and incendiary 
appeals; a prey to the excessive fatigue of 
nerve-wracking experiences—this furnished 
an excellent soil for the propagation ot an 
irrational devotion that held in latent po- 


tentiality the germ of a fanatical self-de- 


struction. 

It is to be hoped that the object lesson 
of this poor woman's tragic fate may put 
an end to the reign of lawlessness by 
means of which English women—by. what 
Strangely roundabout and indirect meth- 
ods—are hoping to secure a place in the 
law-making body. 


Temperature of the Stars. 
[Chicago Record-Herald ] Mr. Rosen- 
berg, astronomer at the Gottingue observa- 


tory, has just published the interesting 


results that he has obtained relating to the 
temperature of the stars by means of a 
very ingenious photographic method. It ts 


known that when «the temperature of an 


incandescent body is raised (as for exam- 
ple when a piece of metal ig gradually 
heated or when a current gradually more 
and more intense is passed into a metallic 
filament not only the quantity of light emit- 
ted by the body is augmented, but the com- 
position of this light varies and it becomes 
more and more rich in blue rays and poor- 
er in red rays. That is why a piece of iron 
heated progressively becomes first dark 
red, then sherry red, then orange, then 
dazzling white. Now,the proportion of red 
rays to the blue ones, or more generally 
that of any color to another color, is bound 
to the temperature of ‘the incandescent 
body by a very simple law that has been 
verified in large limits and moreover es- 
tablished theoretically by the German pro- 
fessor, Planck. 

Mr. Rosenberg has then photographically 
determined the relative intensity of rays of 
different colors in the spectrum of about 
sixty stars and he deduces from it, by the 
It is 
thus that he finds for the temperature of 
the sun 4950 degrees, for Aldebaran (the 
beautiful star in the Taurus consteuation) 
2150 degrees, for Arcturus 3100 degrees, 
for the polar star 5200 degrees, for other 
stars still much higher temperature; Alpha, 
Eagle, 10,500 degrees; Vega 22,500 degrees, 
Sirus 27,500 degrees; at last Mr. Rosenberg 
has found about ten stars the temperature 
of which exceeds 40,000 degrees. Already 
Mr. Nordmann of the Paris Observatory had 
announced that the temperature of certain 
stars exceeds 40,000 de and if we 
compare the results that he obtained 
a few years ago by means of his pyrometer 
stellaire with those that Mr. Rosenberg 
has just published we find a remarkable 
concordance between the relative results 
of the same stars, although two astrono- 
mers have employed very different meth- 
ods and have not studied the same rays 
of the stars, since Mr. Nordmann operated 
on visible rays and Mr. Rosenberg on pho- 
tographic rays. We may then now con- 
sider the study of the temperature of the 
stars as having entered a definite way. 
This study has already proven that the 
sun is undoubtedly one of the coldest of 
the stars, and this shows us how low are 
the temperatures realizable on the earth 
compared to those realized in the heavens, 
since the hottest object that we can ob- 
tain, the positive crater of the electric are, 
is only about 3500 degrees, that ts to say a 
temperature still far below that of the sun 
itself and of most of the stars.

dustry; a horticultural gathering at 
which would be considered questions 
of scientific research in connection 
with the industry, and last, but not 
least, a fine exhibit of citrus fruit 
from this district.

One can 
imagine the quiet of the library to 
which the mind of the Orient always 
found ready access, and one can re- 
build the cheerful fire before which on 
winter nights the solitary Thoreau 
found congenial comradeship in the 
boys who were quick to recognize 
his intimacy with birds and animals 
and his command of the secrets of 
woodcraft. 


In these little Japanese houses there 
ie no master of philosophy sitting by 
a cheerful fire, but there are men and 
women who accept the simplest con- 
ditions of living without a murmur, 
and there are children in whom 
cheerfulness is not only inbred, but 
inwrought; who seem to be born un- 
der a cheerful star, and who have 
been trained to bear pain with forti- 
tude and to endure hardships with a 
smile. It is not true that in Japan 
babies never cry, any more than it is 
true that in Japan flowers have no 
perfume; but it is true that crying 
is rarely heard in the Japanese home. 
To the question why babies cry so 
little in this country the significant 
answer was made: We teach our chil- 
dren to be patient; a form of edu- 
cation rarely found, it ig to be feared, 
in American homes. 

Those little houses which Hiroshige 
loved to paint are so fragile that fire 
or flood consumes them with appalling 
rapidity; but the shock of the earth- 
quake, which is a daily occurrence in 
some parts of the country, ‘leaves 
them practically uninjured. One Jap- 
anese writer has described his countrs 
as “vibrant,” and when one remem- 
Bers that the daily average of earth- 
quakes in the empire is four and a 
half, the adjective takes on scientific 
accuracy, and the ancient myth that 
the islands rest on a fish which some- 
times tires of seems 
reasonable explanation. 

The foreigner who comes from 
cities piled high with massive struc- 
tures of granite and marbie is struck 
at once in Japan by the fragility of the 
houses of the people who work with 
hands, and is quite likely to rush 
to the conclusion that as are the 
houses so are the people who live in 
them. Wi write our his- 

on th 
8 hands, and imagine that 
bulk of material is the register of ei- 
ilization; and when a Hindu or Jap- 
anese eomes our wey and shows no = 
terest in our ekyscrapers we re 
amazed at his lack of appreciation, 
and do not understand that he has 
other standards of civilization. 

In Hiroshige’s vill the walls of 
the houses are translucent, and at 
night, seen from a distance, they look 
like a cluster of great lanterns. They 
have only two or three rooms, are 
quickly built and easily repaired and 
cost less than a hundred dollars. As 
a rule, they have no furniture beyond 
a chest of drawers; the larder is often 
stocked, but it hangs in baskets from 
the ceiling. The beds are rolled up and 
put out of sight in the daytime. In 
some ho there is a square opening 
in the floor in one of the rooms, in 
which the firebox stands, and there 
the food is cooked. The laundry is 
done out of doors; in some localities 
a stream of hot waterfiows throufih 
the village. The food is largely fish, of 
which there is great abundance; rice, 
which is the neipal product of the 
country, and vegetables from the lit- 
tle fields which are part of every farm 
and surround every village. 

ere be a few books in the 
little house, although books are 
cheap, but newspapers are read ev- 
erywhere by all sorts of people, and 
the little village is no longer isolat- 
ed; it talks itics and knows what 
is going on in Tokio. Its houses are 
fragile and easily erased from the face 
of the earth. Of the million people 
who once lived in Kamakura there are 
practically no visible traces save a 
group of temples. The houses have 
vanished. But while the houses of 
Pompeli have survived the that 
lived in them, the Japanese have come 
to greatness, though the fragile houses 
that sheltered their childhood have 
left no trace behind. Their strength 
has been and is in their habit of filial 
reverence and service, their disci- 
plinned capacity of endurance, their 
skill in applying ideas of life.

year per animal for horse-drawn ve- 
hicles; $3 per annum for motor- 
Grawn delivery vehicles of a capacity 
of one ton or less, and $3 additional 
for each additional ton capacity. 

On passenger vehicles the rate is 
$2.50 per year for thirty horse power 
or less; $5 per year for such vehicles 
in excess of thirty horse power, and 
not morethan forty-five horse power, 
and $10 per year for motor-driven 
vehicles of more than forty-five horse 
power. For horse-drawn passenger 
vehicles the charge is set at $2.50 per 
annum. 

All vehicle taxes become due on 
the first day of January of each year, 
but one-half the rate can be charged 
for vehicles that go into use after 
July 1 of any year. 


Contributions Desired.

Depositions of Women Reveal Al- 
leged Rivalries for Late Doctor's 
Affections—Eari and Board of Su- 
pervisors Blamed for Expensive 
Hall of Records Suit. 


Tragedy stalks in the depositions 
of Mrs. Nettie M. Fowler and Mrs.

It is perfectly and absolutely 
safe. It is alweys safeat this time of 
day; there is never any one on this 
floor at this time.” 

Mrs. Fowler says she did not see 
why her husband should take an- 
other woman to the matinee when 
his own wife was availabie. 

In pursuance of this alleged tele- 
phonic conversation, Mrs. Fowler 
called on Mrs. Tripp. It was the first 
opportunity she had had of observing 
the woman who had come into her 
life.

Mrs. Fow- 
ler related the conversation over the 
wire. She says Mrs. Tripp was visibly 
agitated.

ORANGE PACKERS LOSE. 


Must Pay Royalties on Patent 
Roller on Decision Over Which 
Judge Weliborn Is Reversed. | 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals at San Francisco Thursda) 
reversed the decision of Judge Well- 


born in the suit by Fred Stebler of 
Riverside, against George D. Parker 
and the Riverside Heights Orange 
Growers’ Association, according to 4 
telegram received from the clerk of 
the court by Lyon & Hackley, local 
patent lawyers. The case involved the 
well-known rope-and-roller grader 
patent issued in 1903 to Robert Strain, 
and the alleged infringement thereof 
is by Parker and the Parker Machine 
Works, of Riverside, by making the 
Parker Orange Grader. 

The case was heard in the United 
States District Court in Los Angeles 
and decided by Judge Wellborn on 
September 17, 1912, in favor of the 
defendants. Upon Stebler’s appeal 
the Appellate Court orders a decree 
entered that the Strain patent is valid 
and that the Parker Graders are in- 
fringements. A permanent injunc- 
tion is ordered and the suit is order- 
ed referred to a master for an . 
count of profits and dama 

The Strain patent is thus construed 
by the Court of Appeals to cover as 
Mr. Strain’s invention the use of a 
belt to carry the orange along and 3 
series of rollers to form the grading 
openings between each belt and 
roller, each roller being indepen- 
dently adjustable toward and aways 
from the belt. 

The decision is of great interest to 
the citrus industry, as some sixty of 
the Parker Graders are in use by vari- 
ous orange packing associations. 
which must now discontinue their 
use and pay for the“ past use. 

This is only the second time Judge 
Wellporn has been reversed in a 
patent case in many years on the 
bench.
